In reference to the request of the Superintendent 
of the Mint at Hew Orleans nanely, to reverse the position 
of the dies for the standard dollar, making the obverse 
the lower die in the press, I beg to say- I am unable to 
see any possible benefit that can arise from the change, 
and I do see some objection. For instance- the design on 
the reverse or lower die is less bold than the obverse 
and , therefore, is better calculated to leave the die 
after the planchet has received the pressure of the nress, 
and is consequently less liable to receive injury in being 
forced off the die by the feeders. 

’7e have of late made every effort to have uniformity, 
no<, alone in our coin but also in the methods of working. 

Tki^ was considered desirable as it enabled this department 
to keep on hand a better stock of dies. The proposed change 
will break up this arrangement, as dies for Hew Orleans 
will have to be special, as while Hr. Boothby writes "This 









( 2 ) 

will only change the length or dies," he As entirely mis¬ 
taken, as in order to make the dies work the obverse must 
he turned the same shape as we now turn the reverse- which 


is entirely the opposite of what we are now doing. 


To make the lower die pass through the collar so as 
to force the coin out of the collar, we turn the lower die 
long in the neck, and while there is no reason stated for 
asking that we cliango the position of the dies I imagine 


that it is thought that the long neck 'weakens the lower die, 
hut as we will have to turn the long neck on the obverse to 
make it work, it appears to me, that if there As anything An 
the theory we will have only transferred the weak point 
from one die to the other- and thereby gain nothing. 

The difficulty at the Hint at New Orleans is the want 
of proper annealing of the planchets, and as soon as that 
defect is remedied there will cease to be trouble with the 


dies. 

If the Director thinks it worth while to try the ex¬ 
periment I am ready to follow instructions immediately.

These coins 
aro to be made of copper, size one-half inch 
in diameter, or just two-thirds the size cf 
tho regular one-cent piece.

tors on one side will be “¥2 cent,” and on tho 
reverse side will appear the name and ad¬ 
dress of the firm Issuing the coins. Besides 
being a convenient change maker, this new 
coin Is considered all advantage from an ad¬ 
vertising standpoint, as It carries the namo 
and address of tho morchant and would be 
carried in the purse somotlmes for weeks, 
until the customer receiving It returns to tho 
store whore it can be used in making pur-' 
chases. In this way the J /a cent piece acts* 
ns a constant reminder of tho store from s 
which It Is obtained. 

So far the United States Government has 
nothing to do with Issuing this new money. 

It Is put out by individual firms and is only 
recognized at tho store from which it is 
Issued. 

The proprietors of the big stores are anx¬ 
ious. however, to have the government make 
and recognize the cent coin.

nt, and for all ordinary uses the gold would require to be 
alloyed much below the fineness at which it was sold. 1

TYe understood from Dr. Tattle, of the U.S.Mint at 
Philadelphia, who recently visited our plant, that the standard 
of fineness of 990 had been adopted in order to insure the gold 
being malleable, and that the strict maintenance of this standard 
was not so desirable as the requisite that the gold be thoroughly 
malleable, and in fact the Mint would prefer that the gold be a 
point or two under 990, rather than that the fineness should 
exceed 990 and the gold be brittle. 

T.'e understand that a small degree of latitude is allowed 
the assayer of the Mint here in imposing or waiving these melting 
charges, but in the present case, as the deposit was a large one, 
he was apprehensive that his action might be overruled by the 
Philadelphia Mint, and the Denver Mint be charged with the melting 
charge, and therefore referred us to you for redress. 

In further support of our claim, we beg to state that 
we are regular and heavy depositors, and that the three bars in 
question, and possibly one or two others, are the only deposits 
in the course of the past year that have come under the required 
standard of 990 fine, and on which we have been subjected to a 
melting charge. As An instance of the extent of our deposits, 
we beg to state that we deposited in the Denver Mint, from Febru¬ 
ary 1st to March 10th, the date on which the deposit in question 
was made, 35121,58 gross ounces of gold bullion, which contained

34853.592 fine ounces, an average fineness of 992.37. In fact 
the average fineness for the last month is rather below that of 
the average fineness of our gold deposits. 

We trust that after you have taken all these facts into 
consideration, you will favorably consider our claim for the 
refund of these charges, and we can assure you that if such claim 
be allowed and paid, no advantage of it will be taken in any 
respect, and our efforts will not be relaxed in bringing the 
standard of gold bullion deposited in the Mint as far above 990 
fine as can be done with careful refining.

Sir: 

At the request of the Director of the Mint 
I respectfully submit the following which shows the 
advantages of a gas plant over the methods now used 
for annealing and melting. 

The gas machine in contemplation for New Orleans 
will supply 5000 ft. of gas per hour and will run all 
departments exoept the Assay. On account of the 
work involved in installing other machinery we have 
not had time to experiment with this department. 

The fuel furnished hy this gas machine will cost 
Ibbs than one-half the price of the city gas, already 
this has saved the mint the cost of installation. 

I am not ready to state the saving in the fuel 
when compared with wood, but see no reason why it will 
not cost less than one-third and also save the great 
amount of labor necessary in handling the wood. 

The automatic strip annealing furnace is capable 
of receiving 1800 strips per day, hours from 8 A. M. 
to 6 p. M. 







( 2 ) 


We find that the standard blanks from this furnace 
have been increased from 60 to 80^. This comparison is 
with the wood furnaoes in rolling room. 

The life of the rolls in this furnace is estimated 
to be about six weeks and will have to be renewed in the 
same manner as the plates in the wood furnaces. These 
renewals are inexpensive and require from •£■ hour to J 
hour to a furnace. 

The rotary furnaces in whitening room are capable of 
receiving ninety boxes of silver per day and will give an 
even heat on every planchot. The cylinders in these 
furnaces will last about siz weeks and have to be renewed 
at the expense of about $30.00 per cylinder. 

If it is the wish of the Department to improve the 
method in the New Orleans Mint I see no better way than 
to install this system for heating purposes,as there is 
no doubt that the quality of the work will be greatly 
improved and the cost of the fuel for heating purposes 
considerably reduoed.

In reference to the bullion balance in the 
attic of U. S. Mint, Carson City, I would state that 
there are three; two Troemner and one Schmoltr,; two 
of the capacity of 3000 ounces, the other smaller. 

They are all in bad condition,needing some re¬ 
pairs. The Schmoltz would have to be altered somewhat 
to make it a good working beam. The end knives are too 
short and have a hole thro\igh the centre to admit of 
the adjusting screws- This leaves the knives loose, 
which is wrong. 

Small pieces could be riveted on each side of the 
beam and a longer knife iised,which would admit of four 
adjusting screws like the present Troemner. The beam 
would then be in very good condition. 

The two Troemner balances would require some repairs 
but no alterations.
